The Carson Tribune seems deter- 


mined to try the mint robbery cases 
in ito columns. It endeavors to create 
the impression that 
it is entirely 


wrong for the Government to make any 
attempt to ferret oat the thieves and 
bring them to justice, and that the 
silver papers ridicule the idea that 
those indicted for stealing the bullion 
are innocent. 


The Tribune ought, to know that at 


least |75,000 was taken from the Oar- 
son Mint without authority of law. It 
shonld also be capabla of understand- 
ing that the custodians of this bullion, 
men who were sworn and paid to pro- 
U'ot it from thieves, should be held 
responsible for its safe keeping. 
If 


that rule does not prevail in mints and 
pablic institutions, then it is nonsen- 
sical to place officials under bonds to 
protect public property. No newspapar 
in the State, whatever its politics, has 
prejudged the defendants in the mint 
robbery cases and pronounced them 
guilty. The history of the cases shows 
that a court commissioner after due 
examination held the defendants to 
answer, and a Halted States Grand 
Jury, drawn from the body of the 
people and against v:hom the defend- 
ants interposed no objection on the 
ground of prejudice, found true bil Is 
against them for felony-embezzlement. 
They will doubtless be tried by an im- 
partial jury of their peers and if the 
evidence does not prove them guilty 
beyond reasonable doubt they will be 
acquitted. 
What objections have the 


Tribune to that mode of procedure ? It 
is in accordance with the law and the 
usages of ages. No newspaper nor in- 
dividual in tho State, so far as known 
to this writer, except the Tribune, has 
expressed an unqualified opinion us to 
the guilt or innocense of the defendants, 
and the generally expressed opinion of 
reasonable men is that the guilty 
parties, whoever they may be, should 
receive their just deserts. The Tribune 
does not. deny that a theft has been 
committed, but it Strives very hard to 
convey the idea that it is wrong for 
the authorities to endeavor to ascer- 
tain by the methods provided by law 
who the thieves are.

The Government pays about $140,000,- 


000 a year to pensioners. This is a 
heavy drain on the pablic purse, but 
when it is paid to deserving people 
there is no complaint. Every man who 
sustained injuries in his country's 
canse which incapacitated him from 
earning a livelihood for himself and 
those dependent npon him is entitled 
to a pension, but, as is often the case, 
when pensions are procured by per- 
jury for persons who never smelt 
powder on the battlefield, those im- 
plicated in the fraud shonld be punisi- 
ed to the fall extent of the law. It has 
been discovered that in many instances 
thousands of dollars were paid fraud- 
ulent pensioners out of the funds ap- 
propriated for those legally entitled to 
pensions. 
Every old soldier in the 


country should aid in exposing those 
frauds and sending the person to tho 
penitentiary where they rightfully be- 
long,

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, -September 17.— 


The defense in the Dun-ant case is try- 
ing to break down every witness of tho 
prosecution. As each testifies t> long 
and apparently purposeless examina- 
by the defenbe follows, tho sole object 
being, it seems to entrap the witness 
into some unimportant contradiction.
